Retirement of General Scott—General 
McClellan Commander-In-Chilef of the 
Matire Army, 

General Scott has rotired from the command 
of the army. Taving arrived at on age allot- 
ted to few men who have passed through the 
same labors and viclsaltudes of a soldier's life— 
having eerved his country falthfully, bled and 
suffered for ber in the bour of her darkest dan- 
ger, ond leaving a military record to the whole 
world almost without o parallel—tho veteran 
Commander-in-Ohiof yestordsy tendered his 
resignation to the President. It was accepted 
with sorrow for the infirmities which compelled 
him to tonder it, with ‘deop sympatby for the 
wounds and failing hoalth of the valiant 
General, and with o digaity which well became 
the ocenaion. 

Speaking in the name of tho wholo pcopte 
over whom ho presides, Mr. Lincoln personally 
exproased tho keenest regret at the retirement 
from active service of a nan to whom the coun- 
try owea go much. General Scott wept upon 
bearing tho words of the President, nnd the 
Wholo scene, we aro told, was most affecting, 
Tho matter was made the subject of a special 
Cabinet council, nnd upon deciding to ac- 
cept tho resignation of the voteran General 
the President ond Cabiot proceeded to the 
residence of Gon. Scott, where the order plac- 
ing him upon tho retired list, with all the pay 
subsistence and allowances of bis offico un- 
reduced, was read to bim by Mr. Lincoln him. 
self, 

The Cabinet wore unanimous alike in their 
opinion that Gon. Scott should, under the cir- 
cumstances, be rolieved from active duty, and 
in their regret that his health shonld render 
such o loss a necessity. Gen. McClellan bas 
been appointed, by the common consent of 
the Cabinet, Commandor-in-Chiet of tho entice 
army of the United States; and it is duo to the 
sagacity of Gen. Scott to say that he selected 
Gen. McClellan from the list of young officers 
for tho important post which he bas occupied 
at the head of the army of the Potomac, 

With a patriotism which has marked bis en- 
tire career, from the day on which be won his 
first laurels in the ficld to the present hour, 
General Scott has magnanimously resigned 
position the moment he felt the least doubt of 
his phyeleal capacity to conduct the military 
affairs of the country in an emergency in which 
the destinies of tho republic wote so perilously 
involved. How few public men have exhibited 
like patriotism, wisdom, sagacity or self-sac- 
rifice ! 

In retiring, covered with honor 1s he is, and 
bearing with him the respect and gratitude of 
the entire peoplo, he leaves the command of 
the army to the coutrol of a younger aud fresher 
man, on whom the administration bas full re 
lisnce, and whose acts up to this time have en- 
titled him to the confidence of the army he com- 
mands, and the public ho 1s now to serve in so 
high a capacity, It remains now with General 
McClellan to show himself worthy to wear the 
mantle which has fallen upon his shoulders. 
The American War ond English and 

French Political Parties. 

It is evident, from tho present aspect of 
the political horizon in England, that the 
conservative or tory party are working to 
got tho Palmorston administration Into a tight 
place on the subject of the cotton supply and 
the recognition of the Southern confederaoy. 
It is ovident, from the speeches of members of 
both parties—and. of these we have lately bad 
no sinall_number—that this is tho design of the 
opposition. The London Daily Nacs may bo 
sccopted as the leading organ of the tories, and 
itis full of flue promises aud overflowing with 
sympathy for the people of the North. Butiwill 
this continue if the liberals are defeated, ond 
will the tone of the new government be equal 
to what it would now make believe? We think 
not. The tories would pursuo just tho same 
policy towards the United States that tho Pal- 
merston government ia pursuing, and the end 
would be equally uncertain, 

Mr. Lindsay, o member of the British Parlia- 

ment, urged upon England and France, in a re- 

cent speech, the expediency of endeavoring to 
effect a peaceful separation botween the North- 
ern and Southern States. Mr. Lindsay evi 


dently wishes to make bimself popularat homey 
for there is nothing that oither the British or 
French government would like better than 
such separation, They would, in sub ao 
event, witness tho overthrow of democracy, and 
at the seme time preserve their own trade—the 
two great objects dear to them botb. Asit is, 
if they recognise the Southern confederacy, they 
will lose their trade, while, if we are allowed 
togbt our quarrel out, they will preserve their 
trade, but democracy, by force of the federal 
arms, will triumph. Jn our relations with 
foreign countries, therufore, thia war givea rise 
toa struggle between democracy and the prin- 
ciples of trade. A peaceful separation would 


to come forward with subscriptions of blankets 
for the use of our gallant troops, engaged in 


be all that England apd France could desire, 
‘They would in that case not only get rid of 
o hated maritime und commercial rival, 
under the broad banner of republicanism, 
Dut restore immediately thoir own falling 
fortunes produced by this war, Already 
the exporta to the United States frém Eng. 
Jand and France have fallen off severs} millions 
of dollars in money value since the outbreak 
of the war, in comparison with the same porlod 
Inst year, and so long as the rebellion remains 
unextingulsbed not only will its disastrous 
effects upon European trade with America coo 
tinue, but increase. Aa yet ouly the beginning 
of the troubles resulting from this war is 
being felt abroad. Thousands of operatives: 
both in England and France, have been dis 
banded and manufactories closed, solely on ac 
count of the diminisbed exports to the United 
States. In France the producers are just now 
uttering a prolonged wail against the oporation 
of the Anglo-French treaty, and orying out for 
protection; bat this is only on artificial cause, 
inyented to bide the real one. Had it not been 
for events on this continent the treaty would 
have gone into operation without any material. 
objection being advanced agninst it, even by 
thoae who are now the loudest in their protest. 
ations. ‘That the partial introduction of free 
trade principles, according to the terms of the 
trealy, will be ultimately advantageons to 
both England and France there is avory 
resson to. belleve; but meanwhile it hus 
lo face the fury of these, rabid protec 
tiopiats, made doubly bostile by the 
alwost totally impaired demand for their ma- 
nufactures in America. And not only do the 
Freach producers comuplain, but the English 
producers ure in os much fear of belng over 
run with French goods as the French are of 

imilar influx from thelr dresied rivals across 
he Channel. When the dogs ontuumber the 
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hones there is sun: to be quarrelling; and so, 
if money was abundant and trade floarishing, 


| these protectionists would find somethlng more | 


Profitable to engage thelr attention than sni*]- 
ing about domestic grievances, As it is, the 
American demand, upon which both countries 
depended to eustain the buoyancy of trale, is 
suspended, and they are out of both pocket and 
temper. French ailks and British hardwaro 
Will find bata poor and limited market on this 
side of the Atlantic, and the manufacturing in- 
dustry of Lancashire, and also of Franco, will 
bo greatly checked by the scarcity of cotton 
All this, added to the extensive failure of tho 
French crops, and the consequent necessity for 
waking large purchases of corn in this country, 
ls certain to exerciso a very depressing effect 
upon European trade; but with the termination 
of this war, and the return of the seceded States 
to the Union, commercial prospects will 
again brighten, and we shall experience the 
effects of the present perlod of comparative 
stagnation in a sudden increase above the ave- 
Tage of forelgn trade, Meanwhile the true 
policy of England and France is to bring this 
result about as quickly us possible, by with- 
holding all moral and material aid from tho 
rebels, and strongthening the arms of tho fede. 
ral government by allowing us to fight our own. 
battles and preserve our blockade without in- 
terference. A peaceful eoparation is simply 
absurd nod impossible. The Union is a sacred 
compact from which there is no divorce, and, 
whatever may be the machinations of political 
parties either in England or France, i¢ will bo 
preserved, a8 9 shining oxample” before the 
world of the triumph of the free institutions of 
a great and free people. 


Frevost’s Casz—Is Miscunmvors Couriica- 
Tioss—Tho publication of Adjutant General 
Thomas’ secret memoranda on the affairs of 
tho Western Department, and of General Stone’s 
report on the battle of Ball’s Bluff, before 
they were even read by the President of 
the Cabinet; has excited a good deal of sur- 
prise and indignation, ‘Tho first of those docu- 
ments “showed on the face of it that it was 
never intended to moet the public eye. It is 
true that, to cover the breach of trust involved 
in its publication, it was entitled a report; but, 
neither in its form nor in its mode of treating 
facts, had it anything of that chnracter. No 
military man of experience and discretion 
would dreom of giving place in a report, 
which must ultimately find its way into. the 
public prints, to the gtatement of what subor- 
dinate officers thought of their general, or to 
their convictions as to the necessity for bis 
removal. Still less would he be likely to quote 
such sn opinion as that of General Sherman 
as tothe military necessities of Kentucky and 
the number of troops required to secure the 
State from the grasp of the Confederates, see. 
ing the secount to which the information 
would be turned by the latter, The report of 
General Stone made its appearance in a con- 
dition which stowed that it was incomplete, 
and that its publication was unauthorized. Had 
it been given to the press by Gen, McClellan, 
to whom it was addressed, care would have 
been taken to have several points cleared up 
that were loft in doubt by this imporfoct narra” 
tive. ‘The fact that it was read for the first 
time by the President and Secretary of State in 
‘the newspaper, i8 of course not a very ugree- 
able reflection on the present condition of our 
affairs. 

The question arises aa to the motives for the 
abuse of confidence involved in the premature 
disclosure of the contents of these two docu- 
ments They have evidently been surreptitious. 
ly obtained by some Mephistophiles in the War 
Department who is intent on throwing Fre 
mont’s command into confusion in the face of 
the enemy, and in creating suspiclon and dis- 
trust amongst the leaders of the Army of the 
Potomac. It is ensy to judge of the effect 
which such statements ur calculated to prom 
duce amongst Fremont’s officers, already suf 
ficiently excited by the prospect of his removal” 
We shall nob be surprised to find them followed 
by flerce bickerings ond’ duels at u time when 
harmony of fevling and action are more than 
over required. 

All these complications would bavo been 
avoided if, when Fremont’s removal had been 
decided upon several weeks ayo, a8 first an- 
nouncal by tho Henaxo, that measure had been 
promptly carried out, aud geome ublo and ex. 
pericnced oflcer like Genoral Wool appointed 
in his place. ‘The President, bowever, hevitat- 
edand delayed ite execution, influenced, it is 
tobe presumod, by the politicians, who had 
their objects to promote by keeping thelr pot 
general in command. The fruits of this mis 
takon leniency are now evident, in tho further 
emborrassmonts and difficulties into which the 
aiuirs of the Western Department are likely to 
be thrown by the prematury publication of 
General Thomas’ statements, The only remedy 
for these ovils is decisive action on the part of 
tho Preeident. Let Genoral-Fremont bo at once 
superseded, and with him will be removed the 
chief motive for all these intrigues, and the only 
obstacle to the success{ul proaeoutlon of the 
campaign in Missouri.

‘Twe Ecectioy Next Trespar~—We are now 
within threo days of the election, arta @P pros- 
pects are that it will prove the tamest thay bas 
bee known for many years. Tho ageregate 
vote will be greatly diminished, and may per- 
Daps not cwme within thirty thousand in the 
city, and neatly one bundred and fifty thon- 
sand in the State, of the number asually polled. 
Thero is, in fact, outside of this city and coun- 
ty, no contest. Thera are two ticketa, on al- 
most identical platforms, and it may be said 
that tho candidates of the democratic party 
have put themselves upon oren higher ground 
in their support of the war and of the policy of 
President Lincoln, than those who were nomi- 
nated by tho People’s Convention. Tho issue 
4s, therefore, un entirely personal matter be- 
tween individuals, and involves no essential 
principle.

unusual act of imperial good will. ‘The broad, 
generous and enlightened views of the Empo- 
ror, and the aympathy he plainly manifested 
for the causo of the Union, were not, wo 
thougut, eufliciently responded to in the very 
brief and coldly polite note of the Secretary of 
State; ond it now appears that the Russian go- 
vernment and press regard it in the same light. 
From an article in the Severnaya Pehela, of St, 
Petersburg, we baye an opportunity of ascer 
taining the effect which the reply hes produced 
in ofticial circles there, and it certainly seems to 
have been one of disappointment. It was ox, 
pected that a document which set all politicay 
Europe in a flutter, and excited the irs of tho 
Brilish press, would, uuder the circumstances of 
the time and of both nations, have been treated 
a8 something more than an ordinary act of in- 
ternational courtesy. 

‘The journal referred to remarks that it was a 
striking deviation from the usnal forma of di- 
plomacy, full of cordial sympatby, and intend- 
ed to pave the Way fora mediation between the 
North and South. It speaks of the uninter- 
Tupted friondsbip Russia has always enjoyed 
with the United States, and alludes to the offer 
of mediation in the war of 1812, which was ac- 
copted at Washington, but declined by Great 
Britain, aso historical precedent in favor of un 
offer of intervention now; and it concludes by 
eaying:—“Wo cannot but tbink that if the govern- 
ment bad received this proposal in tho samo 
spirit in which it was made it would have 
greatly facilitated the paciflo termination of 
this unfortunate struggle, and we are sorry to 
find that Mecsrs Lincoln and Seward have taken 
a dillerent view of thocase." All that itis now 
necessary to say to this is, that whatever opin 
ion may be formed of Mr. Seward’s noto, the 
people and government of the United States 
heartily appreciated the delicate consideration 
expressed by the Czar, and that it will long bo 
remembered in this country, and tend to cement 
still closer tho friondship that has alyaya sub- 
sisted between the two nations. 


Tur “Lite Vinian” 4 Giupinoy Parror.— 
We notice that Henry J. Raymond—or, as his 
former associates of tho Triune call bim, the 
“{ittle villain” of the Times—remains in the 
fleld and insists upon running for tho Legisla- 
ture.
